DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because Fig. 1 has two views which must be separated 
into two different figures, such as Fig. 1A and Fig. IB. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing 
on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure 
or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing 
figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional 
replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin 
as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are 
not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. The title should include at least one 
technical, or inventive feature of the claimed instant invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 
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The structure of the device is not clearly set forth. It is unclear what is intended by 
"consists in". Does the device have a discoidal shape? The term "advantageously" renders the 
claim indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. '

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gaeta (US 
5,341,948) in view of Chang (US 6,702,179). 

Gaeta discloses a protective device (1) characterized in that it consists in a thin body 
having advantageously a discoidal shape and made from an easily deformable material, 
provided on its periphery with a number of radial notches (3) which are substantially angular in 
shape. Gaeta is silent regarding curvilinear slots. 

Chang teaches it is known to provide a protective device (20) with slots concentric with 
the edges of the disk for engaging with a container base. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to apply the teaching of a plurality of curvilinear slots concentric with the edges of the disk 
of Gaeta. Doing so allows for engaging the rim of an associated container base. 

Conclusion
